GEN. UL ROK HEADQUARTERS, 
Nov. 14, via Fusan.—A squadron of Rus- 
sian cuvalry yesterday afternoon attacked 
the Japanese in the neighborhood of Litla- 
tun.

JAPANESE LOSSES 
AT PORT ARTHUR. 


HBADQUARTERS JAPANESE THIRD 
ARMY BEFORE PORT ARTHUR, undat- 
ed, via Fusan, Nov. 15.—The casualties in 
the attack of the Japanese on the eastern 
fortifed ridge on Oct. 8 were 15800. It was 
on. unsuccessful assault. The powerful 
Mast Kekwan fort was gained, but the 
Russians were reinforced and drove the 
Japancse down tv tiie foot of the hill. The 
Japanese are now sapping toward the crest 
of the hill. The capture of this fort would 
give the Japanese the key to the castern 
fortified range, as artillery mounted: there 
would dominate the forts in front of the 
ridge and enable the Japanese to place in- 
fantry in a position to sweep the ridge. 


MERCANTILE BANDITS 
RULING MANCHURIA. 


MUKDEN, Nov. 15.—The abuse of the 
Chinese imperial customs transit passes for 
merchandise and baggage into Manchuria 
via Simmintin, thereby making recent traf- 
fic an abuse of contraband regulations and 
neutrality, has caused the Pekin author!- 
ties refuse further passes. This has cut 
off large supplies of foreign food and other 
products and has raised prices. 

A reign of mercantile lawlessness exists, 
but is controlled by the care of the Rus- 
sian authorities in their transactions to 
keep prices and internal conditions normal. 

The distress of the natives has so in- 

creased as to render the previous incon- 
venience and loss of profits, caused by the 
extension of foreign trade and the total 
annulling of communication between the 
north and south of Manchuria insignifi- 
caht. The native officers here and also 
Viceroy Yuanshaikai at Tientsin are work- 
ing in harmony to relieve distress and are 
also working with the foreign ald societies 
and feeding 20,000 refugees daily at Muk- 
den. 
Owing to obstacles in the way of filing 
and proving “atms for damages by the Rus- 
sian forces, most deserving refugees have 
noe received compensation as provided in 
Gen. Kuropatkin’s prociamation. Even the 
wealthiest farmers and gentry are eating 
inadequate charity gruel from the public 
kitohens.

“Denar Edlior—It may 
your readers to know that 
des Monstiers Merinville, 
G. Caldwell, who, it will be 
founded the Roman Catholic University at 
Washington gome years ago, has entirely 
repudiated her former creed. In an in- 
terview with me the other day she said: 

**Yes, it Is true that I have left the 
Roman Catholic church. Since I have been 
living in Europe my eyes have been opened 
to what that church really is and to its 
anything but sanctity. But the trouble 
goes much further back than this. Being 
nautraly religious, my Imagination was 
early caught by the idea of doing something 
‘tod lift the church from the lowly position 
which it occupied In America, so TIT thought 
of University or higher school where its} 
clefgy could be be educated and if possible 
refined. 

* ‘Of caurse, in thie I was greatly influ- 
enced by Bishop Spalding of Peoria, who 
represented it to me as one of the greatest’ 
works of the day. 

“**Wihen I was 21 I turned over to them 
one-third of my fortune for that purpose. 
But for years I have been trying to rid 
myself of the subtle yet overwhelming in- 
fluence of a church, which pretends, not 
only to the privilege of being ‘the only true 
church,’ but of being alone able to open 
the gates of heaven to a sorrowful, sinful 
world. At last my honest Protestant blood 
has asserted itself and I now forever re- 
pudiate and cast off the yoke of Rome.’ ”’ 

So saying, the marquise politely dismissed 
me. 

“It will be remembered that the Mar- 
quis Des Monstiers Merinville and her els- 
ter, the Baroness Von Zeedwitz. are the 
daughters jot the late William 8S. Caldwell 
and his wife, who was a Breckenridge of 
Kentucky. Shortly before his death Mr. 
Caldwell became a convert to Roman 
Catholicism and left his children to the 
care of Irish Roman Catholics in New 
York, Whom ‘his wife had met in church 
circles. The younger sister married some 
15 years ago a German nobleman, a Luth- 
eran, and has since then also left the 
Roman Catholic communion. The elder has 
been in very bad health for some years 
from having to occupy a position before 
the world as a prominent Roman Catholic 
which was not a real one, and one into 
which her extreme generosity led her, as a 
young and inexperienced girl. Now at last 
her own mind has asserted itself and she 
returns to the creed of her ancestors.”’ 


Life Story of 
the Marquise. 


Mary Gwendolin Caldwell is the daugh- 
ter of William Shakspeare Caldwell, who 
after being atheatrical manager in Eng- 
land settled in Richmond, Va., and even- 
tually made a large fortune in building 
gas houses in Chicago, St. Louis, Mobile 
and other cities He married Miss Breck- 
inridge, a famous Kentucky beauty. 


Miss Caldwell and her sister, Lina, spent 
the summers at Newport, where they had 
a magnificent house, and usually passed 
part of the winter when they were not 
abroad in New York. On the death of.-her 
father Mises Caldwell inherited $2,000,000 
and Oct. 19, 1896 Miss Caldwell was mar- 
ried to the Marquis Des Monstieirs Merin- 
ville, a French nobleman, in St. Joseph's 
Church, Aypnue Hoche, Paris, by Bishop 
Spalding of Peoria, Ill., the guardian and 
administrator of Miss Caldwell, assisted 
by Father Cook. 

At the time of her marriage Miss Cald- 
well was a very handsome woman about 
3% years old and a devoted Roman Catho- 
Me. She had previously shown her devo- 
tion to the church by giving $300,000 to 
Yound the divinity college of the Roman 
Catholic university tn Washington. Some 
seven years previous to her marriage, Miss 
Caiéwell was engaged to Prince Murat, 
grandson of the king of Naples.

Owners Grant Eight-Hour Day, 
Over Which Bitter Strngzle 
Has Been Waged. 


MINIMUM WAGE-MADE $3. 


Federation Officials Are Satisfied 
With Action of Five of the 
Biggest Plants. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 15.—-Notices are 
posted at the mills of the five big mines 
of the Telluride district that in future 
the eight-hour day would prevail in the 
mills. The plants concerned are those of 
the Smugglier-Union, Liberty Bell, Tom- 
boy, Nellie amd Alta. It was the demand 
for this concession in the mills of the state 
that precipitated the strike in the mills 
and mines of Colorado and caused the bit- 
ter strife between unionists and mine own- 
ers in the Telluride and Cripple Creek dis- 
tricts.

Hun- 
dreds from the playgrounds ing, the 
crowded districts have spent hours in the 
pure air of this Mode] Playgrounds. 
It is the plan to allow mothers from the 
tenement districts to bring sick babies 
to the playgrounds, where may may se- 
cure the advantages of pure air and ex- 
pert nursing. 
To meintain all this will require about 
$300 a month. and members of St. Louis 
clubs have declared themselves in a posi- 
tion to furnish that amount.

Quarrel Between Pike Employes at 
World’s Fair Follows Woman’s 
Request for Stove.

Axkoun, it is said, asked Corliss to place 
a stove in the room occupied by the 
dancing girls, saying it was too oold for 
them. Mrs. Akoun says Corliss ordered

Fernand Akoyn learned of the dispute 
and alleged threat shortiy before 6 o'clock. 
He found Corliss standing with Laws be- 
side a camel in front of the Turkish the- 
ater. .

We now hear of an old favorite of Paris- 
ian society as leading on the Mikado’'s cav- 
alry, writes the Paris correspondent of 
London Truth. I mean Prince Kanin Kot- 


chito, cousin of the Dmperor. 

Kanin came here a youth to study mill- 
tary science. He particularly devoted him- 
self to cavalry, and spent some years at 
Saumur etudying horses, horsy people and 
cavalry tactics. A ‘‘vet’’ who was attached 
to the cavalry school during Prince Kanin’s 
initiation tells me that he used to pay the 
closest attention to the diseases of horses, 
and hed special instruction in them both 
at Saumur and the Alfort and Lyons 
schools. In his vocations he went to Tar- 
bes with officers who had remount busi- 
ness to transact and to the remount centers 
of Germany and Hungary. 

At the time he stydied cavalry tactics 
the Royalists seemed to gain strength in 
politics, and he might have been urged by 
other motives than fondness for their s0- 
clety in keeping company with them. He 
was too inteligent to have cared for com- 
panionship with the young fellows at the 
school. French cavalry officers differ from 
infantry and artillery in being generally 
tall, of noble birth and numskulls. 

When Prince Kanin had learned all that 
Saumur could give him he came to Paris 
went to scientific lectures and plunged 
into the amusements of brilliant society. 
He at one time thought of making a mill- 
tary tour in Madagascar, but gave it up 
for the sake of a romantic attachment. The 
lady thought him a feather in her cap, and 
felt flattered whenever she heard of his 
name being coupled with hers.

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STUDENT LYNGHERS 
FOILED GY PRESIDENT 


Alabama Polytechnic Cadets Vis- 
ited Jail to Find Negro Had 
Been Transferred. 


AUBURN, Ala., Nov. 15.—An attempt to 
lynch a negro by a number of students of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute was 
thwarted only by the forethought of Presi- 
dent Thach of that institution. 

A report to the effect that a negro, Ar- 
thur Barnes, porter at the railroad station, 
had fatally stabbed Claude M. Howari, 
was the cause of the troable. About mid- 
night last night a number of the cadets 
went to the calaboose, fired a fusillade at 
the building and then broke it open with 
the intention of killing the negro, but were 
disappointed to find the negro gone Presl- 
dent Thach, fearing trouble, had had the 
negro removed to lika. 

The trouble is said to have started by the 
negro cursing Howard because the student 
asked for a match. 

Howard is said to have struck the negro 
with a switch, whereupon the negro struck 
at Howard with a knife, cutting him be- 
hind the ear. 

Howard is not seriously injured. Claud 
M. Howard is the son o ex-Con ressman 
Howard, author of the book f Christ 
Came to Congress,’’ which created a sen- 
sation when ublished.

WARE ACTUALLY 10 


Kansas Poet and Lawyer Finally

WASHINGTON,’ Nov. 15.—Eugene F. 
Ware of Kansas, the poet and author of 
the pertinent and industry-promoting signs 
in the pension office, has resigned as pen- 
sion commissioner.

For at least one year, however, It has 
been definitely known that Mr. Ware would 
retire from his office soon after the fall 
elections and return to his home in Kansaé# 
to resume his law practice. It is believed

DEAD IN HIS. ROOM: 
“AONE CAN EXPLAIN 


Texas Druggist “Found Dead by. 
Friends in His Room at 
Lodging House. 


Police are investigating the death of Dan- 
jel R. Green, a druggist at Gainesville, 
Tex., who was found dead in his room 
at 1801 Washington avenue at 7:45 o'clock 
Tuesday morning by Forest B. Ramsey 
and Merwin Barron, also druggists, of 
Ardmore, I. T., whom Green met on the 
train on the way to St. Louls. 

Green was found lying across the cor- 
ner of his bed, with his overcoat and hat 
on. A bullet hole made by a #-caliber 
revolver was in his right temple. 
Clutched tightly in his hand was a large 
Colt’s revolver. Police believe that Green 
shot himself in his room. 

Persons at the house, however, say it 
would be impossible for a revolver to be 
discharged in the house without their, hear- 
ing, and as they did not hear a shot, 
they say that Green must have shot him- 
self some distance away from the house 
and staggered to his room. where he died. 
He arrived in St. Louls Ménday morn- 
ing. in company with Ramsey and Barron. 
Together the three visited the World's Fair. 
They went to their rooms early. Green 
had a room in the rear of that occupied 
by Ramsey and Barron. He left them at 
§:30 o’clock and entered his room, saying 
he was: tired and would retire. 

Only a thin partition separates the two 
rooms, yet Ramsey and Barren say they 
heard no shot. 

Beside Green's body was found a small 
box of crystallized powders, which the po- 
lice say is cocaine. They believe this hed 
somethin to do with the man’s desire 
to end his life. 

Green. was not married. He s 28 years 
old. In his pockets was found¥2. He was 
employed by A. T. Edwards, a druggist at 
Gainesville, Tex. Police took charge of a
